LEGISLATIVE UPDATES 
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City 

• Freeze on rent increases in rent-controlled units extended to 360 days 
after Safer at Home order ends. 

• Emergency Renters Relief Program to assist low-income renters, including 
working-poor immigrants, who have limited means to pay back rent was 
passed, along with two worker protection ordinances (Right of Recall and 
Citywide Worker Retention) that protect hospitality workers who have been laid 
off or furloughed by requiring companies to rehire them based on seniority. 

• The City Council discussed three proposals, which ultimately did not pass, to 
provide additional tenant protections beyond the measures the City has already 
taken. There is currently an eviction moratorium in place for commercial and 
residential tenants due to COVID-19 related reasons. However, these new 
proposals calling fora universal eviction moratorium, among other things, 
would be preempted by existing state law and therefore potentially expose the 
city to tremendous liability. In a time of financial strain, a dollar spent on 
settlements is one less dollar spent of vital, core city services, and while I fully 
supported the eviction moratorium that is currently in place, I do not believe it 
is fiscally responsible to open up the city to the potential for lawsuits as these 
proposals would have done. 

County 

• Approximately 98,000 people in Los Angeles County have been tested for COVID-19. 14% 
of people tested have been positive. 

• USC and the Department of Public Health released preliminary results from a collaborative 
scientific study that suggests infections from the new coronavirus are far more widespread 
- and the fatality rate much lower - in L.A. County than previously thought. Click here to 
learn more. 

• The Los Angeles County Department of Health Services (DHS) released its projections of 
hospital-based health care demand which is available here . The report finds that based on 
current physical distancing and other preventative measures, the overall capacity at LA- 
area hospitals appears adequate to meet the projected need of patients and care over the 
next 4 weeks. 

State 

• With approximately 1 in 5 students in California lacking access to high-speed internet or an 
appropriate computing device at home, the State announced a multi-sector partnership to 
support distance learning and bridge the digital divide for low-income students. Click here 
to learn more. 
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• Governor launched #CaliforniansForAII Service Initiative to build on California Volunteers’ 
efforts to establish a volunteer corps to help with the state’s response during COVID-19. To 
learn more and to sign up to volunteer, click here . 

Federal 

• This week, Congress approved a $484 billion bipartisan bill to supplement the $2 trillion 
Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic Security (CARES) Act. An additional $320 billion 
for the PPP program was included in the bill. Unfortunately, major banking groups indicate 
that a majority, if not all, of the newly allocated funding will go to businesses already in the 
queue after the original allocation ran out. It is unfortunate that so much of the funding was 
made available to publicly traded companies like restaurant and hotel chains, and not 
actual, small businesses. Of this new funding, $60 billion is to be set aside for businesses 
that do not have established banking relationships, such as rural and minority-owned 
companies. The bill also provides $60 billion in loans and grants for the Small Business 
Administration’s disaster relief fund and $75 billion for hospitals. For information

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Earlier this week, thanks to a partnership with Greg and Jodi Perlman of The Change Reaction, I 
announced the launch of TWO NEW PROGRAMS to provide immediate assistance to CD12 
families and small businesses in need during the COVID-19 crisis: 


• A HELPING HAND - grocery assistance program providing free Super King grocery gift 
cards to CD12 residents facing food insecurity due to loss of job or income as a result of 
the pandemic, and who may not be receiving other forms of government assistance that 
are critical to weathering the financial stress of the pandemic. A special thank you to the 
Fermanian family and Super King Markets for supporting our new program! 

• SMALL BUSINESS ANGEL FUND - a unique, interest-free loan program for small 
essential businesses located in Council District 12. In addition to the loan, businesses will 
receive ongoing support, including assistance restructuring lease obligations, credit 
assessments, and a review of operational plans. Loan repayment terms will be tailored to 
the borrower’s ability to repay and all loan repayments will be deposited back into the fund 
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to help more small businesses. Businesses must be located in the Twelfth District, submit 
proof of 12 months of timely paid rent through March 2020, and have submitted an 
Economic Injury Disaster Loan Application to the U.S. Small Business Administration.
